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Facilities and Services Information Sheet

The purpose of the Berkeley Heights Recreation Commission Tennis Court Rules & Regulations is to ensure all permit
holders have equal access to the tennis courts. All players are encouraged to cooperate in the spirit of tennis etiquette
and courtesy as well as follow the rules of play and usage.

COMMISSION

Tennis Permits

Tennis permits are required by both residents and non-residents to play on the six courts at Columba Park. A resident is any
person who resides in or owns property in Berkeley Heights. A family shall include two adults occupying the same Berkeley
Heights residence and all dependent children (21 years and younger or still in college). All other children 22 years and older must
purchase their own permit.

Permits can be purchased online, via CommunityPass, calling the Recreation office (908) 464-0550 or in person at the courts.
If purchasing your permit(s) at the courts, only cash or check will be accepted.

(Reservations can only be made 1 day in advance). *Choose your court date and time, up to two hours.

Note: After 4:00 PM, a hard copy of the reservation list will be posted at the courts, allowing for hand-written reservations to
occur for the remainder of that day only.

Permit Checks

The BH Recreation Department reserves the right to check permits at any time. Tennis attendants will inspect tennis courts
both on assigned basis and on a periodic spot check. Players must have their permits on hand to verify they have paid for one.
Failure to show a permit will result in having to pay the assigned fee or leave the courts.

Non-
appearance within the ten-
minute period cancels the
reservation; the court is
forfeited.

General Information

e Sneakers and shirts are required on the courts.

e Permits are not transferable! Any permit holder who
allows another person to use his/her permit will result in
the loss of permit privileges for one year.

¢ Anindividual or group wishing to use the Columbia tennis
courts for an organized program of instruction or
tournament must request permission from the Berkeley
Heights Recreation Department in writing.

¢ The Berkeley Heights Recreation Department reserves the
right to restrict court use during scheduled programs
including seasonal instruction and tournaments.

¢ Alcoholic beverages, bicycles, skateboards, dogs,
rollerblades, baby carriages, radios, spectators and
loitering are prohibited on the tennis courts.

Special Dates:

Court Changeover Both in
and out of season, singles and
doubles play will always end
on the hour. The courts must
be turned over to waiting
players no matter how long
one has played prior to the
end of the hour.

e We require all private lessons to be scheduled in advance
by the Instructor Permit Holder. We reserve the right to
limit the number of private lessons given by any instructor
on any given day. Instructors’ students must have a
permit at the time of the lesson. If student does not wish
to own a permit, guest fees will apply.

e The Berkeley Heights Recreation Department and its
employees are not responsible for any lost items. Items
left on the courts will be picked up by either tennis
attendants or maintenance personnel and left in the
tennis shelter or brought to the Recreation Office.

e The Berkeley Heights Recreation Department accepts
used tennis balls! If interested, please give them to tennis
attendants or bring them to the Recreation Office.
